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THE  past  }-ear  has  been  a  memorable  one  owing  to  the 
death  of  our  well  beloved  Queen  Victoria,  the  accession 
to  the  Throne  of  His  Most  Gracious  Majesty,  King 
Edward  VH.,  and  the  visit  to  the  colonies,  especially  Canada, 
of  their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cornwall 
and  York. 

The  decrease  in  our  book  circulation  for  1901  of  about 
17,000,  is  largely  due  in  my  opinion  to  several  causes.  In 
consequence  of  the  interest  and  excitement  caused  by  the  fore- 
going recited  events,  particularly  the  Royal  vi^it,  many  of  the 
readers  and  patrons  of  the  Public  Library  were  doubtless 
following  with  eager  interest  for  many  weeks  the  ver\'  full  and 
detailed  accounts  published  in  the  daily  press  of  the  movements 
of  our  distinguished  guests.  A  very  large  number  of  our 
readers,  have  but  limited  hours  to  devote  to  literature,  and  I  am 
inclined  to  think  that,  for  a  time  at  least,  the  newspapers 
attracted  more  attention  than  our  book  shelves. 

The  establishment  of  the  Book  Lover's  and  other  Lending 
Libraries  have  also  unquestionably  had  some  effect  upon  the 
use  made  of  the  Library.  The  commercial  prosperity  which 
has  been  a  striking  feature  of  the  past  year  has  also  probably 
contributed  in  a  measure  to  the  reduction  ;  good  books — the 
works  of  standard  authors — are  apparently  becoming  cheaper 
every  year  and  with  steady  work  and  increased  wages  many 
persons  buy  books  to  read,  instead  of  taking  them  from  us. 
For  the  same  cause,  in  good  times,  people  patronize  more  freely 
lectures,  concerts  and  other  forms  of  public  entertainment  and 
amusement.  Many  evenings  heretofore  devoted  to  the  perusal 
of  books  and   magazines  are  intruded    upon,  and  this  fact  may 


very  reasonably  account  for  some  portion  of  the  loss  in 
circulation. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note,  however,  that  the  circulation  of 
books  in  the  College  Street  Branch  has  steadily  grown.  For 
1901,  it  was  52,984,  while  for  the  last  six  months  of  1900 — the 
first  six  months  of  its  existence — the  circulation  only  reached 
15,221. 

These  satisfactory  statistics  ampl\'  justify  the  action  of  the 
Board  in  opening  this  Branch  and  in  incurring  the  consequent 
additional  outlay. 

The  opening  of  College  Street  Branch  has  not  affected,  as 
was  feared  by  some  at  the  time,  the  annual  circulation  in  the 
Western  and  Dundas  Street  Branches.  The  circulation  for 
1900  and  1901  of  these  Branches  was  as  follows: — 

1900.  1901. 

Dundas  Street 37,478  36,627 

Western 45,909  48,619 

As  predicted  some  years  ago  the  shelf  accommodation  in 
the  Reference  and  Circulating  Libraries  at  the  Central  has  now 
become  completely  exhausted.  I  regret  to  state  that  many 
valuable  works  in  the  Reference  Library  have  to  be  placed  on 
the  floor.  The  space  allotted  to  readers  in  the  Reference 
Library  is  wholly  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  large  number 
of  readers  who  constantly  desire  to  consult  the  valuable  books 
therein.  The  Central  Library  building  is  neither  fire,  water  nor 
burglar  proof,  and  action  ought  to  be  taken  without  delay  to 
induce  the  Cit>'  Council  to  provide  funds  for  the  erection  of  a 
proper  fire  proof  building  in  a  more  convenient  locality  of  the 
City. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Scadding,  a 
large  number  of  MSS.,  historical  and  other  works  have  been 
added  to  the  Library,  and, the  Board  is  also  indebted  to  Mrs. 
Allan  for  the  gift  of  a  large  number  of  documents,  maps,  books 
and  pamphlets,  many  of  great  interest  relating  to  the  early 
history  of  Toronto  and  this   Province  and  collected  by  the  late 


Hon.  W'm.  Allan,  and  her  husband  the  late  Hon.  Geo.  \V. 
.Allan.  A  most  notable  document  amongst  these  is  a  duplicate 
original,  with  the  signatures,  of  the  terms  of  surrender  of  Little 
York  to  the  American  forces  under  General  Dearborn  in  1812. 

A  third  supplementar)- catalogue  of  books  added  since  1899 
to  the  Circulating  Library  has  recently  been  issued  and  placed 
in  circulation. 

According  to  the  request  of  the  Board,  Mr.  J.  H.  Denton, 
(Chairman  of  our  Library  Committee)  and  Mr.  C.  E.  R}'erson, 
Secretary-Treasurer,  attended  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Library  Association  at  Waukesha  in  July  last.  Much  useful 
information  was  derived  from  hearing  learned  discussions  on 
Library  matters  and  in  meeting  so  large  a  number  of  eminent 
Librarians  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  A  full  report  of 
the  meeting  has  already  been  presented  to  the  Board. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the  death  of 
Miss  Jennie  Erskine,  a  member  of  our  permanent  staff  of 
assistants,  who  for  over  fourteen  years  faithfull)'  and  efficiently 
discharged  the  duties  of  Librarian  in  charge  of  the  Northern 
Branch. 

The  accounts  of  the  Library  have  been  audited  by  the 
proper  officers  and  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditure,  and 
of  assets  and  liabilities  are  appended. 

The  Chief  Librarian,  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  the  Assistants 
and  Employees  of  the  Library  have  all  performed  their  duties 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board.
